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The House Committee on Banking and Currency House Committee Votes 
has approved a draft of the Housing Act of 1957, To Increase Rate On 
and the bill was introduced on April 8 as H.R. College Housing Loans 


6659. The full committee adopted, reportedly 
without a dissenting vote, the recommendations of the Subcommittee on Housing 
concerning the College Housing Loan Program. 

The most important change is a new formula for determining the interest 
rate on these loans. One-fourth of 1% would be added to the rate determined 
under the following formula: 


"Such notes or other obligations issued during any calendar quarter 
to obtain funds in excess of the aggregate amount required with respect 
to applications filed on or before March 15, 1957, shall bear interest 
at a rate determined by the Secretary of the Treasury, which shall be not 
more than the average yield to maturity, as estimated by the Secretary of 
the Treasury on the basis of daily closing market bid quotations or prices 
during the second month preceding such quarter, on all outstanding market- 
able obligations of the United States having a maturity date of fifteen or 
more years from the first day of such second month, adjusted to the nearest 
one-eighth of 1 per centum." 


This formula, according to testimony given at the hearings, would 
establish a new rate of 3h to the Housing and Home Finance Agency and 
therefore 34 to colleges and universities applying for loans after March 15. 

° The bill would also amend the present statute by raising the total 
amount authorized for college housing loans from $750 million to $900 million. 

A new section would make loans available to “any hospital operating a 
school of nursing approved by the appropriate State authority, or any hospi- 
tal approved for interneships by such authority, if such hospital is either 
a@ public hospital or a private hospital no part of the net earnings of which 
inures to the benefit of any private shareholder or individual." 

There is a possibility that the bill may reach the floor of the House 
on April 15 or 16. If not, action will be postponed until after the Easter 
vacation. (For background information see this Bulletin, Vol. VI, No. 7 


and No. 9). 
Marion B. Folsom, Secretary of the Department House Refuses Funds for 
of Health, Education and Welfare, announced in a President's Committee 


TV-radio statement on April 7 that the Administra- 
tion plans to seek restoration in the Senate of $200,000 in funds for the 
President's Committee on Education Beyond the High School, which was voted down 
on the floor of the House April 4. Secretary Folsom expressed confidence 
that the effort will be successful. 

The President in his Budget Message originally requested $300,000 for 
the Committee. The House Committee on Appropriations reduced this amount 
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to $.. ),000. By a voice vote, the House adopted an amendment eliminating the 
$200, 00. 
Hearings are being held this week on a request of HEW for a supplemental 
appropriation of $650,000 in fiscal 1957 to be used in grants to the States 
to encourage and assist them in setting up their own State Committees on Educa- 
tion Beyond the High School. This amount was authorized but not appropriated 
by the 84th Congress. The States are expected to hold conferences in the fall 
of 1957 as a follow-up to the five regional conferences being held this spring. 
The Council's Committee on Relationships of Higher Education to the 
Federal Government has endorsed both of these appropriations (see this Bulletin, 
Vol. VI, No. 3). 


Large Increase Reported The amount that students spend in attending 
in Charges to Students college has doubled since 1939-40, Lawrence 


G. Derthick, Commissioner of Education, has 
reported in announcing preliminary findings of an Office of Education survey. 

Commissioner Derthick said the expenditure per year for full-time under- 
graduate students attending public colleges this year averages about $1,500. 

A student in a private college pays about $2,000 a year. The average expendi- 
ture in 1939-40 was $747 for a student in a public college, and $1,023 for a 
private college student. 

The survey by the Office of Education is the first comprehensive study 
of how much it costs an undergraduate student to go to college, and where he 
gets the money. 

Expenditures per student ranged from $200 to $5,500 per year. For the 
middle half of the group surveyed, the range was from $815 to $1,708. 

Figures include both living costs--clothes, room, board, travel, recrea- 
tion or entertainment, etc.--and educational costs--tuition, fees, books, and 
instructional supplies and equipment. 

The base year for the survey was 1952-53. Projections for 1957 have 
taken into account the Bureau of Labor Statistics' cost-of-living index and 
also the rise in tuition, fees, and other college costs. 

At tax-supported institutions in 1952-53, living costs represented five- 
sixths of the total, and at private institutions, two-thirds, the survey revealed. 
Average tuition and fees at public colleges was about $175 and at private insti- 
tutions about $550 in that year. 

Students living with their parents at that time spent an average of 
about, $1,000 a year. It cost about $350 more for a student to live in some 
other private home or dormitory, and another $300 to live in a club, frater- 
nity, or sorority. 

Ten percent of the men students and eight percent of the women were from 
families with annual incomes of less than $3,000. The average family in the 
lowest family income group devoted about one-fifth of its income to its child 
in college. In the higher income groups, the average was less than one-tenth. 

Families supplied 41 percent of the money for the college students: 29 
percent came from students' own savings; and students earned 17 percent after 
entering college. Other sources were scholarships, 5 percent; veterans' and 
vocational rehabilitation programs, 5 percent; loans, 1 percent; and miscel- 
laneous, 2 percent. 

Two-thirds of the men students worked, earning an average of $486 a 
year. Half of the women worked, averaging $265. 

More than 15,000 students from 110 colleges were included in the random 
sample for the survey. It was conducted by Ernest V. Hollis, director of the 
College and University Administration Branch of the Office of Education. 


NATIONAL AFFAIRS 


Delegates and observers from 33 American-sponsored 
binational schools in Latin America, coming to Washington 
this week for their first General Conference April 10-12, 
found awaiting them a program of business and entertainment including the parti- 
cipation of Milton S. Eisenhower, president of Johns Hopkins University, and 
the ambassadors from Colombia and Bolivia. 

The delegates were welcomed at the Burlington Hotel Wednesday morning by 
Russell L. Riley, director, International Educational Exchange Service, Depart- 
ment of State, and by Arthur S. Adams, president of the American Council on 
Education. The Council, through its Inter-American Schools Service, directed by 
William E. Dunn, sponsored the conference with the assistance of the 33 schools 
and certain U.S. companies operating in Latin America. 

Henry F. Holland, former assistant secretary for inter-American affairs, 
U.S. Department of State, spoke on the opening day at a luncheon presided over 
by Dr. Eisenhower. The subject of his address was "The Role of American-Sponsor- 
ed Binational Schools in Inter-American Relations." 

Other speakers at the general session Wednesday included Senor Dr. Francisco 
Urrutia, ambassador of Colombia, Senor Dr. Victor Andrade, ambassador of Bolivia, 
Robert B. MacVean, director of the American School, Guatemala City, Guateniala, 
and A. H. Eskesen, International General Electric Company, former president of 
the School Board of the American Community School, Buenos Aires. 

William G. Carr, executive secretary, welcomed the delegates Thursday 
morning to the board room of the National Education Association for a round table 
led by Henry Lester Smith, member of the Inter-American Schools Service Committee 
and past president of the N.E.A. Dr. Galo Plaza, former President of Ecuador, 
and now president, Board of Directors, American School of Quito, spoke at a 
luncheon at the Dupont Plaza Hotel. 

In the afternoon Dr. Juan Marin, director, Department of Cultural Affairs, 
Organization of the American States, welcomed the delegates to the Pan-American 
Union. The round table there on "The Reciprocal Impact of Educational Progress 
in Latin America and the United States" was led by Philip W. Thayer, dean of 
the School of Advanced International Studies, Johns Hopkins University. 

In the 5th session Friday morning at the U.S. Office of Education, Oliver 
J. Caldwell, assistant commissioner for international education, welcomed the 
delegates. The discussion of "Current Trends and Development in American Educa- 
tion" was led by J. Dan Hull, director of the Instruction, Organization, and 
Services Branch, U. S. Office of Education. 

In the final business session, at the American Council on Education Build- 
ing, Dean Henry Grattan Doyle, Columbian College, George Washington University, 


presided over discussion of "Internal Problems of American-Sponsored Binational 
Schools."
